TXXPKRANCX. 

Rev.  Mr.  Marsh  had  leave  to  introduce  the  fol¬ 
lowing  preamble  and  resolution,  which  were  adopt- 
ted: — 

Whereas  the  Temperance  reformation,  in  its 
preventive  and  reforming  influences,  throughout 
this  and  other  countries,  has  proved  itself  to  be  the 
work  of  God,  meliorating  the  condition  of  our  fal¬ 
len  race,  and  preparing  the  world  for  the  better 
reception  of  the  gospel  of  Christ,  and 

Whereas,  its  present  condition  in  our  country 
calls  loudly  for  the  open,  decided,  and  active  co¬ 
operation  of  ministers  and  churches. 

Resolved,  That  this  Synod  will,  at  all  suitable 
times  and  occasions,  give  it  such  co-operation;  and 
while,  on  the  one  hand,  they  deprecate,  and  would 
carefully  shun  much  action  of  a  popular  character, 
which  has  been  calculated  to  debase,  set  aside  or¬ 
der  and  propriety,  and  thrust  out  all  acknowledg¬ 
ment  of  God's  agency  or  providence  in  the  work, 
they,  on  the  other,  do  recommend  it  to  all  profess¬ 
ing  Christians  within  our  bounds  and  elsewhere, 
to  enter  into  the  work,  in  such  a  manner,  and  with 
such  a  spirit,  as  shall  commend  it  to  all  men  of  cor¬ 
rect  taste,  sound  judgment,  and  evangelical  piety, 
and  secure  for  it  the  continued  blessing  of  Almigh¬ 
ty  God. 

MCKNSnRE  OF  CANDIDATES. 

The  followine  overture  from  the  Third  Pres¬ 
bytery  of  New- York,  was  discussed  at  length: 

The  Synod  of  New-York  and  New-Jersey  are 
requested  to  take  action  upon  the  subject  of  licens¬ 
ing  candidates  for  the  ministry,  so  that  no  student 
of  any  Theological  Seminary,  who  has  not  com¬ 
plied  with  the  requirements  of  said  Seminary,  ac' 
eording  to  his  obligations  assumed  when  entering 
it,  shall  receive  license  from  any  of  our  Presby 
teries. 

It  was  then  unanimously  resolved.  That  it  be 
recommended  to  the  Presbyteries  connected  with 
this  Synod,  not  to  proceed,  in  ordinary  cases,  to 
license  candidates  without  satisfactory  evidence  that 
they  have  advanced  so  far  in  the  third  year  of  their 
theological  studies  as  to  assure  the  Presbytery  that 
the  three  years  will  be  fully  completed, 

An  invitation  was  receiv^  from  the  managers 
of  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Fair  of  the  American 
Institute,  to  visit  the  exhibition  in  a  body  at  such 
time  as  may  be  convenient. 

Whereupon,  it  was  resolved.  That  the  Synod 
tender  their  thanks  to  the  managers,  and  will  at¬ 
tend  the  Fair  to-day,  at  1  o’clock. 

AMERICAN  BIBLICAL  REPOSITORY. 

On  motion  of  Dr.  Patton,  it  was  resolved.  That 
the  American  Biblical  Repository  merits  the  warm 
support  of  the  ministry  and  laity  of  the ,  Presby te- 
rian  church  in  the  United  States. 

MUTILATION  OF  BOOKS. 

Rev  Mcssrs.Coi,  Eddy,  Briosmade,  Hatfield  and 
McLme,  were  appointed  to  examine  certain  publi¬ 
cations  of  the  American  Tract  Society,  which  are 
r ‘puted  to  have  been  altered  from  the  original  co¬ 
pies,  for  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  facts:  to  re- 
port  at  the  next  meeting  of  this  body. 

The  unfinished  business  was  then  resumed,  and 
the  Presbytery  were  heard;  in  the  progress  of 
which 

A  recess  was  taken,  until  half  past  seven  o’clock. 

EVIDENCE. 

After  the  recess,  the  following  overture  was 
considered,  and  answered  in  the  negative,  viz.  Is 
testimony  against  a  church  member  before  a  Civil 
Court,  valid  evidence  per  se  before  our  Ecclesiasti 
cal  Courts? 

MODERATORS  OF  SESSIONS. 

The  following  overture — Is  it  proper  that  the 
Sessions  of  our  churches  should  be  moderated  by 
ministers  of  other  denominations — was  answered 
in  the  negative,  with  a  reference  to  Form  of  Gov¬ 
ernment,  Chap.  IX.,  Sections  3,  4. 

The  following  overture — Is  it  consistent  with 
the  principles  of  our  Constitution,  that  members  of 
Congregational  Associations,  and  p  istors  of  Con¬ 
gregational  churches,  should  still  retain  their  ec¬ 
clesiastical  connection  as  members  of  Presbytery 
— was  answered  in  accordance  with  the  recom¬ 
mendation  of  the  Committee  of  Bills  and  Over¬ 
tures,  as  follows;  Resolved,  That  while  the  Com¬ 
mittee  are  not  prepared  to  pronounce  upon  the  con 
stitutionality  of  the  practice  referred  to  in  the  over 
tore,  they  recommend  that  the  Synod  declare  it  in¬ 
expedient 

MARRIAOB  AMD  DIVORCE. 

The  following  overture  was  referred  to  Dr.  Ed 
dy,  Mr.  Seymour  and  Dr.  Lewis,  to  report  there 
on  next  year,  viz. : 

The  subjects  of  Marriage  and  Divorce  are  such 
as  bold  a  prominent  place  in  the  word  of  God; 
and  the  laws  of  the  land  have  made  provision  for 
the  proper  solemnization  of  the  marriage  contract, 
and  for  its  dissolution  in  certain  cases. 

As  these  laws  have  very  generally  in  this  coun¬ 
try  empowered  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  to  sol¬ 
emnize  the  marriage  contract;  and  as,  while  the 
word  of  God,  as  found  in  the  gospel,  recognizes 
but  one  cause  as  sufficient  for  the  dissolution  of  this 
contract,  the  courts  of  Chancery,  and  several  Le¬ 
gislatures,  are  accustomed  to  grantdivurces  for  oth¬ 
er  reasons  than  this — it  becomes  a  question  of  in¬ 
terest  and  perplexity,  how  tar  ministers  of  the  gos¬ 
pel  can  countenance  such  divorces,  by  uniting  in 
subsequent  conjugal  relation  the  “  parties  of  either 
part,”  who  may  have  b'^en  so  divorced. 

Such  relation  the  gospel  pronounces  adulterous; 
and  should  not  the  ministers  of  the  gospel  regard 
the  sentiments  of  the  Savior,  as  ther#  expressed, 
more  imperious,  and  as  forbidding  their  concur¬ 
rence  in  such  relations? 

The  Synod  of  New-York  and  New-Jersey  are 
requested  to  take  some  order  on  this  subject. 

The  following  overture  was  referred  to  the  same 
Committee: 

“  Whereas,  there  is  a  diflerence  of  opinion  and 
of  practice  among  the  ministers  of  this  Synod,  in 
reference  to  the  legality  of  the  marriage  of  a  man 
to  his  brother’s  widow,  it  is  respectfully  overtured 
that  the  Synod  give  their  opinion  upon  it.”

Temperance  ebuse,  and  the  desecration  of  the  Sab* 
biOh,  are  to  be  Ueplored ;  but  the  whole  field,  upon 
a  general  view\  exhibits  progress  in  the  former, 
and  increasing  ^lidtude  for  the  better  sanctifica¬ 
tion  of  the  latter. 

But  while  we  Ihiig  render  thanksgiving  to  the 
Head  of  the  church,  must  lament  with  humilia¬ 
tion  the  fact,  that,  altaough  numbers  of  unrenew¬ 
ed  sinners  attend  the  means  of  grace,  and 
with  seriousness  an^apparent  interest  listen  to  the 
messages  of  God, /ew,  very  few,  comparatively, 
have  bisen  broug^  during  the  year,  to  an  acknow¬ 
ledgment  of  th^'iroth  as  it  is  in  Jesus.  Few  in¬ 
stances  of  extensive  revivals  are  reported.  Some 
COD  gregflntJBSf  indeed,  have  enjoy^  sweetly  re- 
dews  of  grace,  and  their  pastors  have  been 
encouraged  in  their  regular  ministrations.  And 
showers  may,  perhaps,  be  said  to  have  fallen,  espe¬ 
cially  upon  some  of  the  churches  within  the  Pres¬ 
byteries  of  Rockaway,  Hudson,  North  River,  and 
Montrose;  welling  a  fleece  here  and  there,  while 
the  gTonnd  adjacent  has  been  exceedingly  dry. 

Causes,  perhaps  unusual,  have  existed  to  pro 
dace  this  spiritual  dearth. 

Great  and  absorbing  questions  have  been  before 
the  public  mind — the  order  of  God’s  house  has 
been  discussed — the  diflference  between  formalism 
and  spiritual  religion  has  been  defined — and  the 
integrity  and  expi^iency  of  Presbyterianism  have 
been  defended  and  maintained.  These  and  kindred 
topics,  we  regret  to  say,  have  tended  to  divert  the 
minds  of  Christians  from  the  more  important  work 
of  bringing  souls  into  Christ’s  kingdom. 

The  several  Presbyteries  seem  afflicted,  also, 
with  the  dissipating  influence  of  high  political  ex¬ 
citement,  under  which  it  is  diffi:ult  for  Christians 
to  preserve  their  garments  unspotted  from  the  pas 
sions  and  vices  with  which  they  are  brought  in 
contact,  in  the  discharge  of  their  important  duties 
as  citizens.  We  do  not  presume  to  condemn  all 
zeal  in  this  department;  but  we  feel  that  it  ought 
to  be  more  chastened  with  meeknesa,  humility  and 
prayer. 

Among  the  causes  which  combine,  especially  in 
city,  to  counteract  the  truth,  and  orevent  the 
good  seed  from  taking  root  in  the  heart,  the  Sy 
nod  cannot  forbear  to  mention  the  countenance 
given  to  what  may  be  termed  popular  lectures,  con¬ 
certs,  and  secret  societies,  upon  those  evenings 
when  the  stated  meetings  of  the  churches  are  held 
This  is  a  great  and  growing  evil.  The  covenant 
obligations  of  Christians  are  violated,  and  more 
important  duties  neglected ;  the  hearts  of  the  faith 
ful  are  grieved,  and  the  hands  of  the  ministry  are 
weakened  by  this  dissipating  and  insidious  influ¬ 
ence. 

But  amid  all  these  discouraging  influences,  the 
eye  of  grateful  Christian  recognition  rests  upon 
some  bright  spots  in  the  past — some  cheering  to¬ 
kens  that  the  Lord  has  not  utterly  left  his  covenant 
people.  Some  of  the  churches  in  the  city  of  New- 
York  have  enjoyed,  during  the  past  year,  reviving 
and  converting  grace,  and  a  goodly  number  have 
been  added  to  the  people  of  the  Lord. 

In  conclusion,  the  Synod  believe  that  there  is 
abundant  occasion  for  a  deep  sense  of  gratitude  to 
the  Father  of  all  mercies  for  the  tokens  of  his 
favor ;  and  for  a  deep,  very  deep,  sense  of  humilia¬ 
tion  and  anxiety  for  the  coldness  that  has  fallen 
upon  us,  and  the  absence  of  those  special  influen¬ 
ces  of  the  divine  Spirit,  without  which  all  our 
eflorts  are  abortive. 

Come  from  the  four  winds,  O  Breath  I  Breathe 
upon  pastors  and  people,  and  make  this  garden 
fragrant  and  fruitful  I 


are  in  the  charckes,  iidlTidoals  who  will  tallt  and  pray 
with  any  one  sooner  than  with  one  of  their  own  family. 
They  will  pray  and  exhort  at  a  distance,  and  not  open 
their  lips  at  home.  ‘I  am  not  likely  to  love  relifion, 
whilst  yon  give  me  such  an  unlovely  specimen  of  the 
spirit  of  your  religion,'  said  an  unbelieving  wife  to  her 
professing  husband  in  presence  of  their  children,  when 
he  wrongfully  reproached  her  for  her  faults.  The  chil¬ 
dren  showed  by  their  actions  what  was  the  injurious  im¬ 
pression  on  their  young  minds.  And  so  it  always  will  be 
when  parents  fail  of  their  doty  to  GK)d  and  their  children 
by  a  pernicious  example.  Whenever  parents  act  unwor¬ 
thy  of  their  Christian  character,  by  an  unholy  example, 
by  worldliness,  by  apathy  in  their  profession,  or  bv  neg¬ 
lect  of  any  of  their  appropriate  duties  as  followers  of 
Christ,  they  may  thus  inflict  an  injury  on  their  children 
which  shall  result  in  the  ruin  of  their  souls. 
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Speak  to  Him. 

Cbistian  I  Follower  of  Christ  1  That  friend  of  yours, 
that  neighbor  whom  yon  meet  every  day,  and  with  whom 
perhaps,  yon  transact  business,  is  in  danger— in  danger 
of  losing  his  sonl.  He  is  an  impenitent  maa,  though  be 
may  be  a  very  amiable  one.  But  hs  does  not  see,  nor  be¬ 
lieve  that  his  sonl  is  in  jeopardy  every  honr.  He  is  not 
convinced  that  he  is  as  much  exposed  to  eternal  ruin  as 
he  is  10  the  stroke  of  death.  He  walks  daily  and  hourly 
on  the  shore  of  that  illimitable  ocean,  upon  which  he  may 
be  snoimoned  to  launch  away  any  moment,  a  miserable 
and  mined  outcast  from  Qod  and  heaven.  Yon  know  all 
this  to  be  true  of  him.  Yon  have  seen  the  danger  to  which 
be  is  exposed.  You  haye  beard  the  thunder  of  eternal 
j  ustice  faintly  echoing  the  terrors  of  the  day  of  doom 
Yon  have  seen  the  lightnings  flash  from  the  dark  bosom 
of  eternity  across  the  sinner’s  path.  Yon  have  fled  for  re¬ 
fuge  to  the  ark  of  safety.  Yon  are  safe  in  the  pavilion  of 
salvation,  and  in  your  hiding-place  may  calmly  abide 
the  comingof  the  final  storm,  when  the  elements  shall  melt 
with  fervent  heat,  and  the  heavens  be  rolled  together  as 
a  scroll.  But,  Christian,  your  neighbor,  yonr  friend,  per¬ 
haps  your  own  child,  a  son  or  daughter  yet  in  impeni¬ 
tence,  see  nothing  of  all  this  which  you  have  seen  by  the 
eye  of  faith,  and  felt  in  the  anguish  of  yonr  spirit  when 
you  drank  the  wormwood  and  the  gall.  Is  it  enough  that 
yon  have  escaped — that  yon  are  safe— that  yonr  title  to 
heaven  is  sealed  3  Does  not  yonr  heart  yearn  over  the 
souls  of  friends  or  children  who  may  perish  and  must 
perish,  unless  rescued  by  the  grace  of  God  and  brought  to 
repentance  1 

Do  yon  ask,  am  I  my  brother’s  keeper!  Are  yon  not! 
Were  yonr  son  or  daughter  quietly  reposing  at  midnight 
in  their  sleeping  chamber,  enveloped  with  the  flames 
from  which  yon  had  jnst  escaped,  wonld  yon  not  awake 
them  !  Wonld  yon  not  bend  every  nerve,  and  run  every 
risk  to  plnck  them  as  brands  from  the  burning!  But  if 
there  be  any  troth  in  the  warnings  of  the  Bible— any  re¬ 
ality  in  the  ruin  of  the  sonl,  how  does  the  real  condition 
of  your  impenitent  son,  or  daughter,  or  neighbor,  less  de¬ 
mand  yonr  eameamess  and  care!  The  troth  is,  Chris¬ 
tians  themselves  do  not  half  believe  the  Bible  represen¬ 
tations  of  the  danger  to  which  impenitent  men  are  every 
honr  exposed.  They  conld  not  otherwise  beep  silence, 
any  more  than  Paul  conld,  who  ceased  not  for  three  years, 
night  and  day,  to  warn  men  with  tears.  Speak,  then, 
Christian.  Speak  to  that  neighbor,  that  friend,  that  son 
or  daughter.  Persuade  them  by  the  terrors  of  the  Lord 
to  be  reconciled.  Speak  to  them  of  Jesns,  who,  though 
rich,  for  onr  sake  became  poor,  that  we  through  his  po¬ 
verty  might  be  made  rich.  Tell  him  of  his  poverty  and 
his  tears ;  of  bis  life  and  bii  death.  Assure  him  it  was 
all  for  enr  sake.  Tell  him  of  his  pity,  his  power,  his  love, 
and  repeat  his  own  gracions  invitations  to  him  till  they 
melt  on  his  ear,  and  sink  into  his  heart.  Speak  to  him  of 
the  grace  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  who  says,  “  Come  and  take 
of  the  water  of  life  freely.”  Tell  him  that  with  all  the 
means  of  salvation  which  Qod  has  provided,  and  urges 
on  hit  acceptance,  if  be  perish,  he  will  be  his  own  des¬ 
troyer.  He  will  die  an  eternal  suicide. 

Without  this  proof  of  his  filelity  to  Qod,  and  the  sonl 
of  his  friend  or  neighbor,  a  son  or  daughter,  how  can  the 
Christian  meet  them  at  the  judgment!  How  encounter 
their  anguish  and  despair !  Unless  he  do  it,  how  can  he 
then  say  to  the  Judge,  I  warned  this  my  neighbor,  my 
friend,  but  he  would  not  hear.  I  intreated  my  sun  or 
danghter  to  flee  from  the  wrath  to  come.  I  invited  them 
in  the  name  of  the  only  Redeemer  to  enter  into  the  king¬ 
dom  of  heaven.  Will  not  his  song  in  heaven  be  marred, 
and  a  tear  fall  from  his  weeping  eye,  if  it  were  possible, 
at  the  thought  that  a  son,  or  daughter,  or  neighbor  is  lift¬ 
ing  up  his  eyes  amid  the  torments  of  despair,  who  might 
have  been  saved  and  been  with  him,  mingling  his  songs 
in  heaven,  if  he  had  been  faithful,  and  spoken  to  him  with 
all  the  aamesmess  of  a  dying  man  to  dying  friends. 


SvDod  of  New-York  and  New-Jersey. 

Oor  readers  will  find  in  onr  columns  a  fall  account 
of  the  proceedings  of  this  body,  at  its  late  sittings  in  this 
city,  prepared  by  the  Stated  Clerk.  They  are  of  saffi- 
cient  interest  to  merit  the  general  attention  of  Constiin- 
tional  Presbyterians.  This  Synod  is  one  of  the  largest 
in  the  connection,  and  embodies,  perhaps,  as  great  an 
amonnt  of  talent,  moral  worth  and  influence,  as  any  ec¬ 
clesiastical  body  in  the  land.  The  alteration  in  onrCon- 
stiintioD,  by  which  the  meetings  of  the  General  Assembly 
were  made  to  occar  only  once  in  three  years,  and  the  Sy¬ 
nods  made  the  nltimate  courts  of  appeal  in  all  judicial 
matters,  has  invested  them  with  a  new  importance.  In 
many  respects,  they  have  taken  the  place  of  the  General 
Assembly,  and  partake  of  much  of  the  dignity  and  inter¬ 
est  which  formerly  attached  to  the  great  Court  of  the 
church.  We  are  glad  to  perceive,  in  various  parts  of  the 
ebnreh,  that  these  annual  meetings  are  gaining  the  atten¬ 
tion  which  they  deserve,  and  that  other  qnestions  besides 
those  pertaining  to  mere  business  transactions,  enter  into 
their  deliberations.  All  the  great  interests  of  the  church 
and  of  the  cause  of  Christ,  of  edneation,  morals  and  re¬ 
form,  now  belong  in  a  special  manner  to  the  care  of  these 
bodies;  and  while  not  forgeifnl  of  the  wants  of  their  im¬ 
mediate  constituency,  they  act  and  legislate  also  for  the 
whole  church,  and  their  proceedings  have  an  intimate 
bearing  upon  the  character,  interests  and  safety  of  every 
other  part.  These  considerations  should,  as  we  believe 
they  do,  have  great  inflaence  in  modifying  the  action  and 
the  spirit  of  the  Synods,  demanding  large  views,  catholic 
and  impartial  feelings,  and  a  jnst  sense  of  responsibility 
to  the  Head  of  the  chnrcb. 

Among  the  matters  with  which  the  Synod  engaged  it¬ 
self,  it  will  be  seen,  was  the  establishment  of  a  new  reli¬ 
gions  paper,  specially  devoted  to  the  interests  of  Consti 
tniional  Presbyterianism.  A  committee  was  empowered 
to  make  inquiries,  and  take  the  necettsary  steps  to  ac¬ 
complish  this  object,  if  they  found  it  advisable.  Another 
committee  was  also  appointed,  to  make  inquiries  respect¬ 
ing  alledged  alterations  in  some  of  the  publications  of  the 
American  Tract  Society— an  undertaking  which  we  un¬ 
derstand  has  been  simnltaneonsly  entered  npon  by  three 
ecclesiastical  bodies,  of  different  denominations.  There 
were  also  incidental  discussions  respecting  the  relation 
of  the  church  to  other  evangelical  denominations,  which 
breathed  a  spirit  of  conciliation  and  brotherhood,  that  in 
these  years  of  estrangement  and  strife,  it  was  refreshing 
to  behold.  Kind  expressions  of  feeling  and  interest  to¬ 
wards  onr  Old  School  brethren,  and  towards  the  evange¬ 
lical  bodies  of  Congregationalisis,  were  nttered,  appa¬ 
rently  induced  by  a  sense  of  the  inconsistency  of  all  jea 
lousy  and  distrust  between  the  different  members  of  the 
same  great  family,  and  the  necessity  of  a  closer  and  firmer 
nnion  of  all  who  love  the  truth  as  it  is  in  Jesus,  to  resist 
the  fast-increasing  wiles  and  assumptions  of  the  enemy. 
It  would  be  well  if  the  urgency  of  the  present  state  of 
things  were  more  generally  and  powerfully  lelt.  Alas 
these  are  no  times  for  dissension  and  internal  strifes.— 
Enemies  which  were  scarcely  dreamed  of,  have  within  a 
few  years  come  in  upon  ns  like  a  flood ;  and  indications 
are  showing  themselves  on  all  .sides,  that  there  is  to  be  a 
closely  contested  battle  in  this  land  for  religious  liberty 
and  spiritual  truth.  We  need  the  wisdom  of  an  united 
church,  and  all  the  power  of  Christian  fellowship  and 
love,  to  meet  it. 

Since  the  above  was  written,  we  have  learned  that  the 
Committee  on  the  publication  of  the  A.  T.  Society,  have 
consulted  respecting  the  Society’s  edition  of  D’Aubigne’i 
history  of  the  Reformation,  and  will  make  their  report 
through  the  columns  of  the  Evangelist  next  week.  The 
public  may  feel  assured  that  in  the  hands  of  the  able  and 
judicious  Committee  to  whom  it  was  referred,  the  inves' 
tigaiion  will  be  made  entirely  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
parties:

The  sugar  cane  ia  coltivated  with  sneceis ;  tobacco 
grows  plentifully  cm  the  mountains,  indigo  is  produced  in 
abundance  on  the  banks  of  the  Jordan ;  olive#  and  olive  oil 
are  everywhere  found,  the  mulberry  almost  grows  wild,  out 
of  which  the  moet  neautifol  eilk  is  made ;  grapes  of  the  larg¬ 
est  kind  AmiialTevaiywheref  cochineal  ia  produced  in  abun- 
dancu  on  (be  coasi,  and  can  be  moat  profitably  cultivated. — 
The  Cl  ifeo  tree  grows  almaet  eponUneoualy,  and  orangee, 
figs,  dat&s,  |i}megranatse,  peaches,  apples,  plums,  nectarinee, 
pine-appli  j,  and  all  the  tropical  fniite  known  to  os,  flonriah 
everywhere  about  Syria.  The  several  porta  in  the  Medi¬ 
terranean  which  formerly  carried  on  a  meet  valuable  com¬ 
merce,  can  be  advantageonsly  re-ocenpied.  Mannfactnrei  of 
wool,  cotton  and  silk  could  fnroish  alt  the  Levant  and  the 
Islands  of  the  Mediterranean  with  useful  fabrice.  In  a  cir¬ 
cumference  within  twenty  days’  travel  of  the  Holy  City,  two 
millione  of  Jews  reside.  Of  the  two  and  a  half  tribee  which 
moved  east  of  the  transjnrdanic  cities,  Judsh  and  Benjamin 
and  half  Manassah,  I  compute  the  number  in  every  part  of 
the  world  aa  exceeding  eix  millions.  Of  the  miaeing  nine 
and  a  half  tribes,  part  of  which  are  in  Turkey,  China,  Hin- 
doatan,  Persia,  and  on  this  continent,  it  is  impossible  to  ae- 
certain  their  numerical  force.  Many  only  retain  the  strict 
observance  of  the  Mosaic  laws,  rejecting  the  Talmud  and 
Commentwiea;  othera  in  Syria,  Egypt  and  Turkey,  are 
rigid  obaervere  of  the  ceremonies. 


The  Viaeiiris  Bapti^^ts  on  Slsvebt.— A  large  Baptist 
Association  in  Virginia,  the  Rappahanock,  lately  held  its 
annual  meeting,  and  among  other  things  took  the  follow 
ing  action  on  the  subject  ot  slavery.  The  matter  came 
np  in  the  form  of  a  query,  to  which  the  Association  made 
the  reply  that  is  appended : 

Is  it  consistent  with  the  Christian  religion,  for  a  mem' 
her  cf  the  Baptist  church,  to  buy  and  sell  negroes  for 
speculation  !  If  this  query  should  be  answered  in  the  ne 
gative,  then  what  course  would  the  As.sociation  advise  t 
ebnreh  to  pursue  towards  a  member  who  persisted  in 
trsfiicbing  in  slaves  for  specnlation! 

Answer.— Vfe  think  that  the  traffick  referred  to  in  the 
qu»ry,  is  inconsistent  with  a  profe».sion  of  the  religion  of 
Jc-sus  Christ.  That  a  member  of  the  church  engaged  in 
such  a  specnlation,  ought  to  be  admonished  of  the  evil,  and 
persisting  in  the  practice,  ought  to  be  excluded  from  fel¬ 
lowship.

What  the  Head  of  their  church  does  not  hesitate  to  do, 
they  certainly  need  not  be  aft  aid  of. 


The  Miller  Delusion  in  Philadelphia. 

[COBaEePONDBNCE  OP  THE  N.  T.  EVANOELI.ST  ] 

Pkiludelphia,  Oct.  26tA,  1844. 
MBsiRg.  Editors— The  present  week  has  been  a  sea¬ 
son  of  terrible  excitement  on  the  snbject  ot  MillerLsm.  1 
have  made  allusion  to  this  snbject  on  former  occasions, 
and  had  hoped  that  the  delnsion  would  expend  itself  and 
die  away.  Bat  it  has  raged  the  present  week  worse  than 
ever.  The  leaders  gave  out  that  Tuesday  moining,  the 
23ad  inst,  at  3  o’clock  in  the  morning,  Christ  would  cer¬ 
tainly  appear.  The  matter  was  placed  beyond  all  dispn 
tation  or  doubt.  It  was  a  sin  to  call  it  in  qneslion.  They 
urged  as  the  test  of  the  faith  of  their  followers,  that  they 
should  sell  all  their  pioperty,  and  bring  it  and  lay  It  npon 
the  altar  of  the  Lord.  Many  did  so.  They  disposed  of 
their  fumitare,  some  of  them  of  their  houses,  and  others 
of  their  investments  in  corporate  institutions,  and  bronght 
the  money  and  laid  i^  as  they  said,  upon  the  altar.  On 
Monday,  the  21st  insl.,  many  of  them  left  the  city  to  “  go 
out  to  meet  the  bridcfroora.”  A  large  number  went  to 
the  west  side  of  the  Schnylkill,  another  party  to  Camden, 
and  another  on  the  read  that  leads  to  Derby.  They  left 
their  houses  without  protection,  unless  they  had  nnbeliev- 
ing  friends  to  take  care  of  them.  They  prepared  tents  to 
screen  them  for  a  few  hours  from  the  cold  and  rain  of 
Tuesday  night,  coifidently  expecting  their  Lord  at 
o’clock  in  the  morning.  These  tents  presented  scenes  of 
wild  confusion  and  misery.  They  were  stowed  full,  so 
that  the  poor  children,  who  were  taken  from  their  homes 
by  their  deluded  parenis,  were  forced  outside  into  the  cold 
and  rain.  They  tried  in  vain  to  dry  up  tbeir  tears  by  tell 
ing  them  that  in  an  hour  or  two  they  wonld  be  fed  with 
the  bread  of  heaven .  Some  of  them  bad  prepared  ascen 
sion  robes,  and  stood  ready  for  their  departure.  Bat  3 
o’clock  came,  and  brought  nothing  but  cold  and  rain.— 
The  morning  came,  and  still  time  rolled  on.  Some  oi 
them  concluded  that  they  had  been  misled,  and  returned 
to  their  homes.  Oihsrs  decided  that  they  had  been  mis¬ 
taken  in  regard  to  the  tenth  day  of  the  seventh  month 
and  that  instead  of  being  Tuesday,  3  o’clock  in  the  mom 
ing,  it  was  Wednesday,  3  o’clock  in  the  afternoon.  They 
gave  oat,  therefore,  that  Wednesday,  at  1 2  o’clock,  the 
snn  would  go  down  in  darkness,  and  at  3  o’clock  Christ 
wonld  certainly  appear.  But  Wednesday  passed  without 
any  peculiar  demonstrations  ef  the  divine  favor  or  dis 
pleasure.  The  sun  shone  through  the  day  with  unusual 
brilliancy.  Scarcc’y  a  cloud  was  to  be  seen. 

Monday,  Oct.  28/A.— Yesterday  was  a  bad  day  for  the 
followers  of  the  Millerite  drlnsion.  A  small  company  ot 
them  convened  to  confer  upon  the  unhappy  position  in 
which  they  are  placed.  One  of  their  leaders  made  a  sort 
of  public  confession.  He  regretted  things  had  been  car¬ 
ried  so  far;  blamed  Mi.  Gorgas,  who  claimed  to  have 
revelation,  and  was  chiefly  instrumental  in  indneiog  the 
people  to  leave  the  city,  end  proposed  that  they  should 
make  collections  to  assist  those  who  had  given  away  al 
their  means  of  subsistence  under  the  inflaence  of  this  de¬ 
lusion .  He  thought  Satan  had  got  among  them,  and  had 
wrought  vast  mischief  to  the  canse.  There  are  many  ia 
the  community  who  fully  respond  to  this  sentimenL  This 
people  ought  to  be  satisfied  by  this  time,  that  they  are  not 
led  by  any  good  spirit.  I  hope  they  will  be  satisfied  to 
abandon  their  folly,  but  1  fear  they  are  wedded  to  it.— 
Time  will  shew.  They  are  reduced  to  great  straits,  and 
must  experience  much  suffering.  As  an  illustration, 
widow,  who  owned  two  small  houses,  sold  them,  and  laid 
the  money  ,  as  they  call  it, "  upon  the  altar.”  She  wonld 
not  rest  till  she  had  made  herself  houseless,  and  thrown 
away  all  she  had.  Whether  the  scene  throngh  which  we 
have  passed  will  be  acted  over  again,  no  one  can  certain 
ly  tell.  1  fear  it  may  be,  it  the  leaders  fix  npon  another 
time  that  is  certain  to  witness  the  end  of  all  things.

Lecture  on  the  Jews. 

Mtjir  No&h,  the  well-known  Israelitiih  editor,  delivered 
a  lecture  on  the  present  state  and  prospects  of  the  Jews,  at 
the  Tabernacle  on  Monday  evening  last.  The  weather  was 
disagreeable,  but  a  very  respectable  audience  was  gathered, 
who  listened  with  interest  to  the  statements  and  appeals  of 
the  lecturer.  His  first  eff  irt  appeared  to  be  to  explain  and 
palliate  the  rejection  and  crucifixion  of  Jesus  Christ,  in  do¬ 
ing  which  be  adopted  substantially  the  language  and  reason¬ 
ings  of  the  Unitarians.  The  present  poatnre  of  affairs,  as 
favoring  the  return  of  the  Jews  to  tbeir  native  land,  was  gra- 
ph'cally  set  forth,  and  it  wu  alleged  to  be  the  universal  ex¬ 
pectation  of  that  body  that  a  literal  restoration  is  to  uke  place. 
Within  the  lut  twenty-five  years,  said  Mr.  Noah,  great  re¬ 
volutions  have  occurred  in  the  East,  afi'ecting,  in  a  peculiar 
manner,  the  future  deetiny  of  the  followers  of  Mohammed,  and 
distinctly  marking  the  gradual  advancement  of  the  Christian 
power.  Turkey  has  been  deprived  of  Greece,  after  a  fearful 
and  sanguinary  struggle,  and  the  land  of  warriors  and  sages 
has  become  sovereign  and  independent,  Elgypt  conquered 
and  occupied  Syria,  and  the  fierce  Pacha  had  thrown  off  al¬ 
legiance  to  the  Sultan.  Menaced,  however,  by  the  anperior 
power  of  the  Ottoman  Porte,  Mehemet  Ali  was  compelled  to 
snbmit  to  the  Commander  of  the  Faithful,  re-conveying  Sy¬ 
ria  to  Turkey,  and  ww  content  to  accept  the  hereditary  poe- 
sesaion  of  Egypt. 

Rnsaia  baa  aaaailed  the  wandering  hordes  cf  the  Caucasns, 
England  has  had  varioos  contests  with  (he  native  princes  of 
India,  and  has  waged  war  with  ChinA  The  issue  cf  these 
contests  in  Asia  has  been  marked  with  singular  snccess,  and 
evidently  indicates  the  progressive  power  of  the  Christian 
governments  in  that  interesting  quarter  of  the  globe.  France 
has  carried  its  victorious  arms  through  the  north  of  AfricA 
Russia,  with  a  steady  glance  and  firm  step,  approaches  Tur¬ 
key  in  Europe,  and  when  her  railroads  are  completed  to  the 
Black  Sea,  will  pour  in  her  Cossacks  from  the  Don  and  the 
Vistnla,  and  C'onstantinople  will  be  occupied  by  the  descen¬ 
dants  of  the  Tartar  Dynasty,  and  all  Turkey  in  Europe  uni¬ 
ted  to  Greece,  will  constitute  either  an  independent  empire, 
or  be  occnjHed  by  Rnssia,  who,  with  one  arm  on  the  Medi¬ 
terranean,  and  the  other  on  the  North  Sea,  will  nearly  em¬ 
brace  all  Europe.  The  connter-balance  of  this  gigantic  pow- 
be  a  firm  and  liberal  union  of  Anstria  with  all  Italy 
an  States  down  to  the  borders  of  Ganl- but  the

held  its  qnarterly  meeting  the  laat  evening  in  the  Ml 
Vernon  (Rev.  Mr.  Kirk’s)  church.  The  devotional  ex¬ 
ercises  were  eondneted  by  some  of  the  pastors ;  the  nsnal 
report  was  made  by  the  general  Agent ;  and  remarks  were 
oflTered  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Jenks  and  Mr.  Kirk.  A  large 
audience  was  present  and  the  meeting  was  sastained  with 
great  interest  thronghont. 

The  report  embraced  the  six  months  ending  with  the 
Ist  insL— the  meeting  for  July  having  been  omitted- 
Daring  this  period  the  operations  of  the  Society  hare 
been  of  the  same  general  character  aa  before — coniisting 
mainly  of  tha  monthly  tract  distribntion  in  the  city  gen¬ 
erally,  of  the  weekly  distribution  on  Sabbath  morning 
among  seamen,  and  of  the  daily  labors  of  the  several  mis¬ 
sionaries. 

The  Society  has  now  four  missionaries  in  its  service, 
in  addition  to  the  general  agent — the  latter  giving  only 
a  part  of  his  time  to  the  work. 

The  general  statistics,  as  reported,  of  the  monthly  dis¬ 
tribution  tor  the  period  above  named,  are  427  tract  dis¬ 
tricts ;  396  distribniers ;  90,370  tracts  distribnted;  about 
1  in  3fi  refused  ;  and  many  families  of  the  sick  and  needy 
visited  in  their  distresses  and  relieved. 

The  general  results  of  the  distribution  among  seamen 
were  reported  to  be  19  districts;  4570  visits  on  board  of 
vessels ;  62  seamen’s  boarding  houses  visited  and  snppliefl 
with  tracts  every  Sabbath ;  28,243  tracts  distribnted ;  15 
Bibles  and  10  Testaments  given  to  the  dettUnte;  36  sea¬ 
men  induced  to  attend  public  worship ;  aai  25  temper¬ 
ance  pledges  obtained. 

Besides  these,  a  large  number  of  other  tracts  and  of 
bonnd  volumes  have  been  distributed  by  the  missiona¬ 
ries,  in  the  prosecution  of  their  daily  visits.  The  other 
general  results  of  missionary  labor,  in  connection  with 
the  tract  distribution,  have  been  661  new  families  visited ; 
4441  visits  made  to  them  and  others  ;  61  Bibles  end  35 
Testaments  distributed ;  84  persons  or  families  intaced 
to  attend  public  worship ;  256  children  bronght  intc  the 
Sabbath  and  45  into  the  daily  public  schools;  33  tentper- 
ance  pledges  obtained ;  IfiO  cases  of  sicknes  receiving  the 
special  attention  of  the  missionary ;  149  families  oritdi- 
yidnals  receiving  temporal  assistance  from  fnnds  plRed 
at  his  disposal  for  the  purpose ;  154  district  prayer  mat¬ 
ings  attended,  and  11  hopefnl  conversions  reported— a\o 
backslider  as  reclaimed,  and  3  persons  as  uniting  wU 
evangelical  chnrches. 

In  connection  with  these  general  resnlts,  the  missioDA 
ries  and  distribntera  report  quite  a  number  of  particnlar' 
cases  of  great  interest.  Some  of  these  were  read  to  the  1 
meeting,  bat  cannot  of  coarse  be  reported.  Suffice  it  to 
say,  that  making  allowance  for  such  difficulties  as  every 
efi'ort  of  the  kind  mast  be  expected  to  meet,  the  tract  dia- 
tribntion  and  the  daily  missionary  work  seem  to  be  go¬ 
ing  forward  in  this  city  with  system,  discretion,  vigor 
and  snccess. 

SABBATH  SCHOOL  EFFORTS. 

In  conclnsion,  the  general  agent  called  attention  to  two 
or  three  things  which  he  deemed  of  importance.  The 
first  had  reference  to  Sabbath  schools.  He  said,  it  will 
be  observed,  that  within  the  six  months  now  closed,  some 
256  children  have  been  bronght  under  Sabbath  school 
instruction- a  number  eqnal  to  that  of  some  of  onr 
largest  schools.  Forty  of  these  are  in  a  new  local  or 
branch  school  at  South  Boston.  This,  he  said,  is  encour¬ 
aging,  bnt  by  no  means  meets  the  responsibilities  that  rest 
on  onr  denomination  respecting  such  instruction  for  those 
destitnte  of  it  is  this  city. 

By  an  estimate  of  the  Mayor,  onr  present  population  is 
supposed  to  be  110,000.  If  the  proportion  is  the  same 
now  as  at  the  taking  of  the  census  in  1840,  there  are  20,- 
000  persons  in  the  city  between  the  ages  of  4  and  16  yearA 
From  a  carefnl  inquiry,  made  a  few  months  since,  it  is  as- 
eertained  that  there  are  not  over  17,000  scholars  in  all  the 
Sabbath  schools  of  the  city.  Of  these  fall  2400  are  over 
16  ye.'trs,  leaving  therefore  13,600  as  the  whole  number  of 
scholars  between  the  ages  specified.  This  includes  all 
who  are  enrolled.  The  regular  average  attendance  is 
much  les&  Of  coarse  there  remain  from  7000  to  8000 
children  from  the  ages  of  4  to  16,  who  are  not  even  en¬ 
rolled  in  connection  with  any  Sabbath  school  in  the  city 
— cne  half  of  whom,  at  least,  may  be  considered  as  fairly 
accessible  to  efforts  to  bring  them  under  Sabbath  school 
instructions.  At  the  same  time  the  number  of  members 
in  all  the  orthodox  churches  of  the  city  is  about  5000,  of 
whom  less  than  450  are  engaged  as  Sabbath  school  teach¬ 
ers.  Besides  which,  it  was  shown  that  the  number  of 
scholars  and  teachers  in  all  the  orthodox  Sabbath  schools 
is  only  about  the  same  as  five  years  ago,  while  some 
other  denominations  have  made  a  very  great  increase — 
the  Catholics,  for  instance,  going  np  from  1350,  their 
number  in  1839,  to  3498,  their  present  number.  All  the 
more  important  facts  on  this  subject,  it  was  stated,  have 
b:cn  laid,  by  letter,  before  the  respective  churehes;  and 
delegates  have  been  appointed  to  consider  and  report 
what  the  chnrches  can  and  ought  to  do  to  meet  this  state 
of  things.  The  whole  snbject  is  now  in  tbeir  hands. 
What  will  resnlt  from  their  deliberations,  remains  to  be 
seen.  That  something  efiectnal  sboald  resnlt  is  certain. 

CHAPEL  efforts. 

As  one  means  of  meeting  the  Sabbath  School,  as  well 
as  other  religions  destitaticn  cf  the  city,  the  gene¬ 
ral  agent  stated  thatseveral  individuals  had  expressed  an 
earnest  desire  to  have  the  Ci^y  Missionary  Society  un¬ 
dertake  a  chapel  effort,  so  teraied- the  design  being  to 
institute  and  maintain  a  Sabbath  School  and  regular 
preaching  at  some  eligible  point,  preliminary  to  the  or¬ 
ganization  of  a  regular  chnrch  and  society,  the  settle 
ment  of  a  pastor,  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable  place  of 
worship.  A  point  was  referred  to,  where  the  way  seem¬ 
ed  to  be  opening  for  snch  an  effort.  It  was  also  stated, 
that  fonr  of  the  present  orthodox  churches  of  the  city 
grew  np,  incidentally,  years  ago,  from  jnst  snch  prelimi¬ 
nary  missionary  work  as  that  now  suggested  with  refer¬ 
ence  to  the  enterprise  named. 

The  current  expenses  of  the  enterprise,  until  it  shonld 
be  able  to  sustain  itself,  might  be  provided  for,  it  was  said, 
on  this  wise.  While  doing  the  preliminary  work,  the 
preacher  engaged,  might  be  appropriately  supported  by 
the  contributions  ef  those  associated  with  him,  and  as  a 
missionary  of  the  City  Missionary  Society,  Upon  the 
organization  of  the  ebnreb,  hs  or  whoever  the  pastor 
might  be,  wonld  depend  for  his  support  appropriately  on 
the  church  and  congregation,  and  for  any  deficiency,  on 
the  Massachusetts  Home  Missionary  Society.  At  pres¬ 
ent  that  Seciety  expends  almost  nothing  in  bnilding  np 
the  destitntioDs  of  the  city- for  the  simple  reason  that 
there  are  now  no  feeble  chnrches  or  young  chapel  enter¬ 
prises  to  ask  its  aid.  From  the  last  annual  repon,  it  ap-

The  American  pulpits  had  nnited  to  put 
down  the  evil,  and  had  all  bnt  achieved  a  victory,  and  he 
was  pleased  that  the  matter  bad  been  bronght  before  the 
ministers  of  the  Free  Chnrch,  in  connection  with  the  Re¬ 
port,  Twenty  years  ago  the  condition  of  the  United 
States  was  well  fitted  to  excite  tears  and  lamentations  — 
The  vice  of  intemperance  was  rampant,  bnt  the  Presby¬ 
terians  nnited  with  the  Methodists  and  other  religions  bo¬ 
dies  to  stop  its  progress.  They  adopted  first  the  pledge 
of  abstinence  from  ardent  spirits,  bnt  finding  that  other 
intoxicating  liquors  to  the  amount  of  fifty  in  number 
were  in  nse— they  went  a  step  farther,  and  total  absti¬ 
nence  became  the  order  of  the  day,  and  now  the  Ameri¬ 
can  chnrches  can  bear  witness  to  the  benefit  of  it.  In 
the  temperance  agitation  in  America,  the  national  char¬ 
acter  had  developed  itself ;  there  was  a  tendenev  to  mn 
into  extremes  in  this  matter,  and  to  make  that  a  test  of 
chnrch  membership  which  was  only  a  matter  of  Chris¬ 
tian  expediency.  This  had  partially  occurred,  but  the 
majority  of  the  chnrches  held  the  principle  in  iu  tme 
light  Id  regard  to  Canada,  her  most  distingnished  min¬ 
isters  were  abstainers,  ainl-he4>^lieTed  that  those  friend¬ 
ly  to  the  Depntation,  were  so  to  g  iQgn.

Prom  Basle  to  Zurich  is  a  jonmey  of  fifty-three  miles,
